“My 
attorneys warned me against talking,’ 
he said, “and I am going to heed their 
advice. They know better than I do 
what ought to be done in the matter.” 

Following their indictment by the 
Fulton county grdnd jury on a charge 
of Dlackmail, preferred by Mayor Can- 
dier, Cook and Mrs. H. H. Hirsch were 
sent to the tower Thursday in default 
of $6,000 bail each. Mrs. Hirsch could 
not be seen Thursday night, as she had 
retired early to her cell, evidently worn 
out with the excitement of the day.

Through lavish expenditure of Ger- 
man money Bolo aided in a conspiracy 
which in some instances met with suc- 
cess, to corrupt French statesmen and 
political leaders and to subsidize the 
French press into expression of the 
idea that Germany was invincible at 
arms and that France should take time 
by the forelock and cease her military 
activities against her enemies in order 
to save herself from ultimate van- 
quishment. 

The tenacles of the conspiracy 
reached even to the United States. Here 
money was transferred to Bolo through 
the intermediary of Count von Bern- 
storff, the German ambassador to this 
country, and it was mainly upon evi- 
dence of the operations of Bolo and 
several of his followers in the United 
States that Bolo was convicted.

I have made money from my 
book, newspaper writings and lec- 
tures. The Tuscania has been 
sunk, the crime of the Lusitania 
has been repeated, every Ameri- 
can sees red, or should see it.

| House: and Consideration 
Will Begin Today—Huge 
Sums Asked for War. |

Washington, February 14.—A  bil- 
lion-dollar urgent deficiency appropri- 
fation bill, the largest of its Kind in the 
\history of congress, was favorably re- 
ported to the house today by Chair- 
man Sherley, of the appropriations 
committee. Consideration of the bill, 
which provides for the immediate 
needs of the war, navy and other de- 
partments, is expected to begin in the 
house tomorrow: ; | 

In presenting the measure Chairman 
Sherley made public testimony given 
to the committee by department chiefs 
during the past month of committee 
investigation. Huge amounts - were 
asked for various military activities. 
Among these was-a total of almost 
$81,000,000 for mountain, field and 
siege artillery in addition to more,than 
$1,000,000,000 already spent, and con- 
tract authorisations of $778,000,000 ad- 
ditional. 

New Ordnarmce Needs. ) 

The testimony of Colonel Ames, of 
the ordnance department, said that 
the total amount available for this 
purpose since the beginning of the 
war under direct appropriations and 
contract authorizations was $1,816,000, - 
000, of which amount orders have been 
placed requiring ultimate expenditure 
of $1,252,000,000, leaving still avail- 
adle for contractg $564,000,000. He 
said the $1,816,000,000 was intended to 
supply ammuntion, upon revised esti- 
mates of the quantities needed, for 
2,000,000 men, including the ammuni- 
tion needed for the light trench mor- 
tars. The $81,000,000 additional, he 
deciared, is asked as the result of a 
change in the military program, in- 
cluding new requirements for a larger 
number of shells, for ammunition for 
guns mounted on tanks, and $7,000,000 
for a plant designed for the filling of 
projectiles with gases, and $2,000,000 
for a plant for the same purpose to 
be erected in France. 

At his examination before the cagn¢ 
mittee, Chairman Sherley’s report said, 
General Wheeler, of the ordnance bu- 
reau, brought out that the government 
had an arrangement with the Frencn 
to supply artillery and ammunition to 
a certain number of American troops 
arriving im France, but after these 
units are supplied the United States 
would fully equip additional troops. 

America’s Resources Sufficient. 
America’s resources, General Wheel- 
er testified, were sufficient to meet 
all war needs. He asserted the war de- 
partment had a billion dollars’ worth 
of ammunition contracts. 

Major General Squier, chief signal 
officer, testified the signal corps has 
spent or obligated all the $640,000,000 
appropriated to carry out its airplane 
program, and has incurred obligations 
that will equal $90,000,000 in addition 
and may go beyond that, for the pres- 
ent fiscal year. He asked $277,732,- 
000 to procure bombs for the airplanes.

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Ithaca, N. Y., February 14.—Warning 
that the nation “is confronted with the 
danger of starvation in the next twelve 
months” and that “the energies of our 
farmers are paralyzed by the price-fix- 
ing and the fear of price-fixing,” Pres- 
ident Jacob Gould Schurman, of Cornell 
university, spoke today at the farm- 
ers’ week program at Cornell univer- 
sity on “The Food Crisis and the 
Farmer.” 

President Schurman deplored at- 
tempts to regulate the prices of farm 
products, but urged legislation to end 
profiteering in the sale of foodstuffs. 
fie warned that the nation is using up 
its grain reserves and said he believed 
the stage has been reached where com- 
pulsion should supersede appeals ‘to 
save food. He appealed to President 
Wilson and congress to give farmers a 
fair chance to stimulate agricultural 
production. 

“The allied lines,” he said, “from 
the North sea to Switzerland,’ are piled 
high with munitions which the output 
of French, British and American fac- 
tories is constantly augmenting. But 
everywhere the supply of food is lim- 
ited and beyond very narrow margin 
you see the edge of an inferno of 
starving nations. Yet no problem of 
the war is so much misunderstood. It 
is not all a question of price. It is 
solely a question of supply. 

“Legislation can surely put a stop 
to profiteering in the sale of food- 
stuffs. 

“But why should the food producer 
be singled out for the role of public 
benevolent institution? Why not also 


the producers of unessential commodi- 
ete of amenities and luxuries? Why 
attempt to regulate the prices of farm 
products? Like other commodities, they 
will not be produced at all unless the 
producer gets a price sufficient to cover 
the cost of production and a fair 
profit. 

“T believe it no exaggeration to say 
that we are confronted with the dan- 
ger of starvation in the next twelve 
months. The energies of our farmers 
are paralyzed by price-fixing and the 
fear of price-fixing. Does the govern- 
ment want to stimulate agricultural 
production? Then strike the shackles 
off the farmer and leave him as free 
as other producers. Food will win the 
war. Give the farmers a fair chance 
to win it.”

FOR RURAL CARRIERS 


Blakeslee Urges That Time, 
Mileage and Amount of 


Mail Be Considered. 


Washington, February 14.—Indicat- 
ing approval of increases in rural car- 
riers’ salaries where the service war- 
rants it, Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
General Blakeslee urged the senate 
postoffice committee today to take 
into considertation time, mileage aad 
amount of mail] handled in arriving at 
a basis of pay. The present system 
of basing pay in mileage only, he said, 
resulted in inequalities. 

H. H. Collins, secretary of the Nation- 
al Association of Third and Fourth 
Class Postmasters, asked the commit- 
tee to grant more pay to postmasters 
at the smaller towns. He said they 
worked an average of 14 hours a day 
and asked that the minimum for 
fourth-class postmasters be increased 
from $200 to $300 a year, and for third- 
class $400 to $500 a year, with per- 
centage increases on the amount of

There is only one way to do anything 
economically, and that is to do it properly. 
A botchwork, cheap job never pays. 

This thoroughfare clear to the city limits, 
with the exception of a few horrible blocks 
almost in the heart of the city, is in first- 
class condition. The main part of this pav- 
ing is of cement base and bitumen top, and 
for most of the distance the space occupied 
by the car tracks to a width extending a 
foot or so beyond the ends of the ties on 
either side is paved with granite cubes laid 
on cement: base.

That this is unnecessary and that south- 
ern corn can be put on the market in a con- 
dition and at a price to compete with west- 
ern corn is shown in the following letter 
from a St. Louis grain dealer to whom a 
carload of corn was shipped by Mr. W. L. 
Brandon, of Marianna, Fla.: 

“We have your letter of January 15. W. 
L. Brandon, of Marianna, Fla., did ship us 
a car of corn from Florida. ... Beg to ad- 
vise that the corn compared very favorably 
with western corn, in fact, it was very simi- 
lar. We do not think anyone would have 
known but what it came from the west. At 
the time the corn came in it was a little 
better quality than we were getting at that 
time from western shippers. However, it 
was early in the season. There was a big 
demand for everything. We do not see why 
corn from this section should not sell really 
better than western corn, as it should be 
drier. We sold the corn at equal prices for 
western corn.” 

The Mr. Brandon referred to is now op- 
erating two country grain elevators, located 
at Marianna, Fla., and Dothan, Ala, and has 
constructed for other parties elevators at 
Thomasville, Pelham, Moultrie and Quitman, 
Ga., and Greenwood, Fla., with elevators at 
Cairo and Fitzgerald, Ga, under construc- 
tion. These elevators are of comparatively 
small capacity, running from 14,000 to 20,- 
900 bushels, are equipped with husking, 
shelling, cleaning and elevating machinery, 
and are intended primarily to do a mer- 
cantile rather than a storage business; that 


(is, they buy grain from farmers, put it in 


marketable shape and dispose of it in bulk 
to dealers or millers. They can handle not 
only corn and other standard grains, but 
also peanuts and velvet beans. The eleva- 
tors at Thomasville, Pelham, Moultrie and 
Quitman are now operating in their first 
season, and those at Dothan and Marianna 
in their second.

RIGHT-SIDED AND LEFT-SIDED CONSTI- 
PrPATION. 

Absorption is more rapid in the mouth 
than in any other part of the whole alimen- 
tary tube. Absorption in the stomach is more 
active than in the small intestine. Absorp- 
tion in the upper end of the colon, near the 
appendix, is less active than in the small 
intestine. And in the lower end of the large 
os absorption practically does not occur 
at all. 

In one individual, the journey of a meal 
through the food tube is delayed too many 
hours in the upper end of the colon (near 
the appendix). This constitutes right-sided 
constipation. In another individual the delay 
is rather in the lower end of the colon, and 
this constitutes left-sided constipation. Stasis 
would be a better word—meaning stand-still; 
for autointoxication from delayed progress of 
the food residue may occur in spite of regu- 
lar daily bowel function. 

The individual with right-sided constipa- 
tion is pretty sure to suffer from some of 
the innumerable symptoms of autointoxica- 
tion, because here absorption of waste mate- 
vial is permitted by the stasis. But an indi- 
vidual with left-sided constipation may have 
no symptoms of autointoxication, because 
here the absorptién of waste matter is prac- 
tically nil. Thus it is that Mr. A. doesn’t 
worry at all over his left-sided consti a- 
tion, unless he is a hypochrondriac; while Mr. 
B. cannot help worrying some over his right- 
sided constipation even though he be a cheer- 
ful optimist. 

Thus is it explained also how the emi- 
nent Dr. X. attributes all sorts of ills to 
neglected or unscientifical treatment of con- 
stipation, whereas the well-known Dr. Y. 
assures us that the principal symptoms 
ascribed to faulty function of the bowela— 
such as headache, that tired feeling, hebetude, 
malaise, etc.—are in reality caused by wor- 
rying over the action of the bowels.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Infectious Period of Scariatina. 

We are having a very mild form of scarla- 
tina in our town, not so severe as real scarlet 
fever, the doctor tells me. Please explain 
how long a child with scarlatina can still 
give the disease, and whether it can be car- 
ried in the clothing. (Mrs. D. F. C. 

ANSW ER—Scarlet fever, scarlet rash and 
scarlatina are only different names for the 
same disease. Your physician probably tried 
to explain that the epidemic was less severe 
than scarlet fever is in some epidemics. The 
germ of scarlet fever has not yet been dis- 
covered, so that our knowledge of the period 
of infectivity is based only upon observation 
in practice. Probably the infectious period 
does not last more than two weeks, though 
thirty days’ isolation is the custom in most 
communities. Any clothing which may possi- 
bly have been contaminated with secretions 
from nose or throat or other discharges may 
convey the disease. Hence, all such articles 
should be boiled or otherwise disinfected 
when removed from the sickroom, 

Wide Open All Night. 

1. Will you kindly give a formula for 
chapped hands? 2. In the daytime I have 
no difficulty breathing through my ‘nose, but 
I often awake at night and find my mouth 
wide open. What can I do for that? (M. M.) 

ANSWER—1. Mix a teaspoonful of traga- 
canth, three of boric acid and six of glycerin 
in a pint of water. Boil, stirring frequently 
till all dissolved. Apply to hands two or 
three times a day after washing and before 
the hands are quite dry. 2. Probably a few 
treatments by your doctor for Thinitis; are 
needed.

| Seen and Heard 
in Washington | 
BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON

Washington, Febrnuary § 14.—(Special.) 
Colonel J. C. Woodward, of the Georgia Mili- 
tary Academy, at College Park, delivered an 
address in Washington this week that will 
open the eyes of the nation as to the potency 
of the military schools of this country in the 
present crisis. So many things are happen- 
ing every day in Washington that it is im- 
possible for the press to bring even a brief 
reference to many of these to the public eye, 
but I heard of this address and asked Coilone! 
woodward for the figures that he had com- 
piled. He is the only man in the country, 
perhaps, who-has gone to the trouble to 
work-out the exact standing of the military 
schools in the present fighting arms of the 
nation. Here are the figures: 

From the forty-one distinctively military 
colleges and schools of the United States 
there are-— 

Ex-cadets in the service of the army... .6,100 

Ex-cadets in the service of the navy.... 550 

Ex-cadets in the service of the marine 
corps 

Commissioned officers 

Non-commissioned officers 920 

Among the ex-cadets there are in the 
army nine brigadier generals, thirty-four 
colonels, forty lieutenant colonels, 250 ma- 
jors, 1,000 captains, 1,300 first lieutenants 
and 2,200 second lieutenants. 

There are, among the ex-cadets in the 
navy, three admirals, one commodore, seven 
commanders, twenty lieutenant commanders, 
twenty-seven lieutenants, twenty-four lieu- 
tenants, junior grade, and fifty-six ensigns. 

There are in the special service, provost 
marshals, aides, adjutants, etc., 550 ex-cadets. 

So much for the men who are now wear- 
ing the actual service uniforms of this coun- 
try. In the schools today, being trained and 
developed for future demands, there are 9,000 
cadets in attendance, 500 of whom are over 
20 years of age and 2,900 of whom are over 
18 years of age, but under 209. 

The government is keenly 
the tremendous value of the military schools, 
and the old idea that no one ever became an 
officer of high rank, except in isolated cases. 
unless a graduate of West Point is dispelled 
by the interesting and rather startling fig- 
ures compiled by this Georgian. 

Colonel Woodward's address was made be- 
fore a meeting of the military schools and 
colleges of the United States held here in 
conjunction with officials of the war de,art- 
ment. 
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Congressman Brand's 
Good Work. 


Congressman Charles H. Brand, of the 


| Eighth Georgia district, is one of the most 


conscientious workers for his constituents in 
Washington. He goes right to the bottom 
of things. There no camouflage about 
him. Endowed with a judicial temperament, 
he analyzes the justice of a situation, and 
if he comes to a conclusion that a thing is 
just he is for it, and he throws his energy 


is 


squarely behind it. 


I have noticed this in his advocacy of an 
increase in the wages paid to rural carriers 
and to fourth class postmasters. In order to 
get to the crux of the thing he recently ad- 
dressed a form question blank to every rural 
carrier in his district in which he sought 
straightforward testimonial answers to ques- 
tions that could, by compiling them, lead one 
to an equitable conclusion as to just what 
should be done for them. For instance, he 
wanted to know the number of miles covered 
in the daily service, the hours required, the 
average road conditions, the monthly remuyu- 
neration, the expense of upkeep of vehicles, 
and feed for animal, and so on. From com- 
piling this preponderence of testimony Judge 
Brand is convinced that under present liv- 
ing conditions, rural carriers are the poorest 
paid, perhaps, of any of the governments 
servants, and he determined to do his 
best to get Congressman Bell's bills through, 
increasing the pay of the carriers, and also 
of the fourth-class postmasters, who are 
about in the same fix with the carriers, or in 
some instances worse. 

The Bell bills have been published in The 
Constitution. These bills have not yet come 
from the committee room, but it is certain 
that some kind of an increase will be recom- 
mended for both of these branches of serv- 
ice. The rural carriers cover an average of 
thirty miles a day, six days in the week; go

Crop Conditions 
In the South. 


“Home Gardening in the South,” a new 
bulletin just issued by the United States de- 
partment of agriculture for free distribution, 
takes account of the special crop conditions 
of the southern states and discusses them in 
a manner designed to help in the utilization 
for home gardening of land that heretofore 
has not been productive of human food. 

Because of the great necessity for in- 
creasing the nation’s food supplies this year, 
the home gardening movement is expected 
to be of much greater scope even than the 
campaign of last year. 

The bulletin for the south treats, among 
other topics, the following: 

Location of the garden, plan and ar- 
rangement of the garden, importance of sun- 
light, succession and rotation of crops, meth- 
ods of growing early plants, tools for the 
garden, seeds for the garden, preparation of 
the soil and improving its texture, cultiva- 
tion and irrigation of garden crops, insects 
and diseases affecting garden crops, storage 
of vegetables for the garden. Cultura] suz- 
gestions are given for all the common vege- 
tablea ) 

In the present emergency, when the duty 
devolves upon everybody to plant a garden 
if possible, this bulletin will really be in- 
structive reading, and it cau be secured with- 


out cost by addressing the Department of 
Agriculture in Washington.

SUPPLIES ARE DENIED 
TO RETAIL MERCHANT 


J. Q. Gossett Chargea With

‘Roads in Bad Condition From 
Rain, But Military Work 
Continued Unabated.

The French official statement of to- 
day, in reporting further on this raid, 
first mentioned in last night's com- 
munication, noted the presence of 
American batteries and announced that 
they had given “very effective sup- 
port” to’ the raiders. 

It had not been previously known 
to the public that American’ troops 
were stationed at any point along the 
line other than in the French Lorraine 
sector they are holding-—-an indeter- 
minate stretch east of St. Mihiel. 

The assumption is that the Ameri- 
can artillerymen mentioned are part 
of the numbers undergoing instruc- 
tion by the French before taking up 
the task of supporting their own in- 
fantry. . 

The Butte du Mesnil, near where the 
raid was carried ouf, lies in the area 
in which the great French offensive in 
1915°took place. It is some two miles 
northeast of the town of Le Mesnil, 
Lez-Hurlus and slightly less than 
that distance southeast of Tahure—a 
place frequently mentioned in the offi- 
cial communications. 

Tahure, indeed, is named in today’s 
Berlin official report which concedes 
a French success in the raid near that 
place, admitting that a footing was se- 
cured by Petain’s troops in a salient of 
the German positions. 

Paris announces the taking of more 
than 150 prisoners in the operation, 
which was carried out on a front of 
about two-thirds of a:mile, and re- 
ports that the positiohs taken have 
been organized. 


FRENCH ARE AIDED 
BY AMERICAN GUNNERS. 


Paris, February 14.—American bat- 
teries took part in the artillery bom- 
bardment in connection with the large 
French raid in the Champagne yester- 
day, it is announgred officially. Effec- 
tice assistance Was given by American 
gunners. 

(This is the first mention of Ameri- 
can batteries on the Champagne front.) 

The statement follows: 

“A German attempt against a small 
French post north of Pargny-Filain 
(Aisne front) was repulsed. There 
were lively artillery actions in the re- 
gion east of Rheims, in the Cham- 
pagne. In the large raid yesterday 
American batteries gave very effective 
support. French troops organized the 
positions captured on that day in the 
region southwest of Butte du Mesnil. 
The number of prisoners taken by the 
French and actually enumerated ex- 
ceeds 150. 

“There is nothing to report .on the 
remainder of the front.”

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DRAGNET BEING SPREAD 


FOR ALIEN PROPERTY 


Loyal Americans Asked to 
Help Government Locate 
Violators of Law. 


Washington, February 14.—A nation- 
wide dragnet is being spread by A. 
Mitchell Palmer, alien property custo- 
dian, to locate enemy aliens who, 
through ignorance of the law or malic- 
ious intent, fail to make report of 
their property holdings to his office. 


In a statement today calling on loyal | 


Americans to assist the government In 
apprehending violators of the law, Mr. 
Palmer gave warning that federal 
agents are searching the country from 
coast to coast for outstanding alien 
property, and that holders of uncov- 
ered property are liable to a fine of 
$10,000 or ten years’ imprisonment, or 
both. Full notice has been given and 
the time.for filing reports has been 
liberally extended, Mr. Palmer said, 
and the law will be impartially en- 
forced against all enemy individuals 
and corporations withholding reports 
of property in their possession. 

Many cases have come to the atten- 
tion of the custodian where persons 
are attempting to transfer property 
for the duration of the war, with the 
intention of turning it back to the en- 
emy owners after peace is declared.
